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BLOTTER HACK 

The Police Blotter department at Dan’s Papers 
contacted the Hamptons Police this week to 
report that the Blotter department’s computers 
had been hacked. The Blotter department 
operates an IBM 7030 mainframe computer and 
a UNIVAC 1103 under tight security in the Police 
Blotter bunker at Dan’s Papers headquarters, 
and the Hamptons Police concluded quickly 
that any hacking of the system would have 
had to have taken place onsite. An intensive 
investigation. of the premises, however, 
revealed neither any traces of any hackers 
nor any clues as to how hackers may have 
gained access to the heavily guarded facility.

Algae, Montauk Sandbags & The Bargain I Made About Hurricane Danny

have kept this secret much too long. 
Many years ago, | was approached by several 
- officials from the National Weather Service who 
asked if I could talk to them in private, agreeing 
ahead of time to keep our meeting secret. I said 
I would and then signed a piece of paper to 
that effect. 

What they wanted, they said, was for me 
to give them permission to name a hurricane 
Danny. They said that recently America had 
become a very litigious society. In the years 
prior, nobody sued them. Now there were many 
lawsuits filed by eager lawyers who said their 
clients were suffering egregiously, receiving 
taunts, having mental breakdowns, losing their 
jobs and reputations because a hurricane had 
named after them. These were big deal, class- 
action matters. 

But soon. thereafter, what they learned 
was that if they got permission from just one 
person who was named so-and-so, it made the 
class action lawsuits collapse. In court, the 
weather service would state that it was named 
after this one person and that person had 

. given permission. 
I asked them how they had come to me and 


they said they had chosen me at random. There 
were millions of people named Danny and | 
should feel very lucky to have been that person. 
It was, in fact, an honor. 

In these circumstances, I said I would give 
permission. But I had just two conditions, 
and they were that a Hurricane Danny could 
not either hit the eastern end of Long Island 
or, wherever else it-might hit, cause major 
devastation. They went back out to their car 
to discuss matters and came back and said 
their superiors had agreed to that. They then 
presented to me the document to sign. They 
gave me a pen, we wrote a new codicil in the 
margin about the hurricane never hitting the 
Hamptons or causing devastation. 

And then I noticed my permission was in the 
plural. They told me their policy is that once 
they have a Hurricane Danny, they repeat that 
name for the hurricane every few years. They 
keep doing that unless they retire a name, 
which they do if that named hurricane causes 
great damage. I thought, well, that’s good, the 
more they use this name, the less devastation. 
And so I signed. 

There have been three Hurricane Dannys 
since that first one two months after I signed 
in July 1985. The others were in 1997, 2003 and 


2015. In all these the Weather Service was true 
to its word. - 

All through these years, and right up until 
the present day, once a year | get a lovely fruit 
basket from the National Weather Service. The 
note with it wishes me well and thanks me for 
my cooperation. 

This season’s Hurricane Danny was like all 
the others. It formed up in the Atlantic, it 
headed west toward Tortola and St. Thomas 
and Puerto Rico, and during that time it grew 
into a Category 3 with sustained winds of 115 
miles an hour. It also, at one point, dumped 
nearly 25 inches of rain into the ocean in less 
than eight hours. Then its winds declined and 
it continued onto the islands to pelt a very 
much-needed hard rain on the islands, which, 
until then, had been suffering a drought. Then 
it faded away. 

Il recently got the contracts out and reviewed 
them. In spite of our secrecy bargain, there are 
no punishments that I would suffer if I were to 
tell all. During the 32 years that have passed 
since I have signed, there has been massive 
damage done by hurricanes with different 
names. I refer most specifically to Katrina and 
Sandy. As a result, I think I have been remiss 
in not revealing this deep, (Cont'd on next page)

dark secret. Well, | am revealing it now. I would 
like future citizens, when approached, to put 
in this same codicil, not about the Hamptons 
necessarily, but about the devastation, or lack 
of it, in exchange for signing.

TOWN POND 

Driving home from the office late the other 
night, | came upon an interesting sight at 
Town Pond in East Hampton. There was a 
big commercial truck with the words 
ENVIRONMENTAL SERVICES on the side. In the 
pond, there were Latino workmen standing in 
aluminum rowboats with long poles attempting 
to haul up the clumps of red tide alga that have 
clogged that body of water. Later that day, the 
truck and men were gone. The alga was still 
there. It remains there today. 

I spoke to Village Administrator Becky 
Molinaro about what I had seen, and she said 
the men had not been successful and she 
also said the Village has set aside about a 
million dollars to fight the algae in both Town 
Pond and Hook Pond. They are trying many 
approaches, including studies, chemicals and, 
if they need dredging, it could cost several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

J reminded her of the night 15 years ago when 
I drove home around three in the morning 
and found the Bonackers, the local baymen, 
in waders out in the pond, working with clam 
rakes to haul gunk up and into peach baskets 
with inflated inner tubes surrounding them to

keep them afloat. Accompanied by black labs, 
wooden rowboats and portable radios blaring 
music, they got the Town Pond sparkling clean 
by morning. And probably for a whole lot less. 
The photo accompanying this article was taken 
that night.

PROTECTING DOWNTOWN MONTAUK 

After many delays, the Army Corps of 
Engineers is poised to build a $9 million sand- 
covered sandbag dune at the back of the beach 
extending half a mile in front of downtown 
Montauk. Ninety years ago when Carl Fisher, 
the developer, laid out downtown Montauk, he 
located it by the ocean in a bit of a valley. Two 
summers ago, bulldozers had to be called in 
to shore up the existing dunes to stop a high 
tide from flooding downtown.

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DAtiald Trump, the 12 Million “Illegals” & Night Raids in the Hamptons

A s I have mentioned on several occasions, I 
am writing a book about the Nazi landing 
in Amagansett. On the Saturday night of June 
13, 1942, four German saboteurs with boxes of 
explosives came ashore in a rubber boat from 
a submarine just off of Atlantic Avenue beach, 
intent on causing havoc in America. The story 
of how these men were apprehended is a long 
one (hence the book), but one interesting detail 
is that the operation was personally thought up 
by Adolf Hitler. 

One year prior to the landing, almost to the 
day, he was a happy man on top of the world. 
His armies had swept through Poland, Holland, 
France and several other countries in Europe, 
and at his bidding, all on the same day of June 
22, 1941, his army, now totaling 3 million men, 
swept into the Soviet Union on an 800-mile 
front bent on the conquest of that nation in 
short order. 

Hitler was at the starting point on that day, 
at a headquarters called Wolf’s Lair near the 
borders of Poland and Russia. The only troubles 


he was having was getting England to give up 
and stopping America from sending weapons to 
England by sea. Why not strike at the heart of 
America, spreading terror and sabotage in war 
factories to bring America to heel? His advisors 
talked him out of it. America was not in the war. 
Why anger them? 

Six months later, after Pearl Harbor, Hitler 
was in a whole different mood up at Wolf's 
Lair. His armies had failed to get to Moscow. 
They had bogged down in the bitter winter 
at the city’s gates, their guns frozen, supplies 
unavailable, the Russians counterattacking. 
Simply to save the troops from freezing, he’d 
had to ask all German civilians to have their 
heavy winter coats available for shipping to the 
shivering soldiers at the front. And on top of 
everything else, America was now furiously in 
the war. 

He called in his advisors again. And this 
time he told them to go ahead with the terror 
and sabotage plans for America. When the 
advisors still objected he flew into a rage. They 
were to follow his orders. By June, his first 
boatload of saboteurs had (Cont'd on next page)

been trained and were on a sub heading to an 
isolated American beach: Amagansett. 

In doing research for this book, I have learned 
another interesting thing about Hitler and the 
Germans, which I believe has relevance to 
an issue being discussed today in the run-up 
to our upcoming presidential election. Hitler 
seems to have gone mad right about that 


time in 1942. Eight years earlier, in 1934, he 


became President of Germany in a popular vote 
espousing the view that Germany’s troubles— 
poverty, depression, defeat and humiliation— 
had all been caused by the wealthy Jewish 
money lenders. The politicians were fools. 
He, this funny, charismatic day laborer and 
watercolor painter from Austria, had all 
the answers. And the answers were to get 
the 522,000 Jews in Germany thrown out of 
the country. 

He passed ever stricter laws against the 
Jews trying to get them to leave. He kicked 
them out of government, out of the professions 
and universities, he required they get special 
passports. He was not afraid to kill whoever 
got in his way. These 500,000-plus had come 
to Germany from other countries many years 
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before. They were interlopers. He had his goons 
smash up their stores. He made them wear 
Stars of David. By 1937 there were only about 
200,000 Jews left in Germany. 

Since not all the Jews had left, he formulated 
a plan to have the remaining ones all shipped 


“out to Madagascar, which at that time was 


a’ French protectorate. He’d need permission 
from the French. But he was sure they’d give 
it. Then an internal report said Madagascar . 
only had facilities for about 5,000 families. It 
was impossible. 

In June of 1938, President Roosevelt, aware 
of the German desire to send away all its 
Jews, invited all the countries in the world to 


a conference beginning on July 6 in Evian les 


Bains, France. Representatives of 32 countries 
and. 63 private and voluntary organizations 
attended and during the next nine days tried 
to decide who could take in these unwanted 
German citizens in an orderly manner. 

Hitler lent his support. 

“I can only hope and expect that the other 
world, which has such deep sympathy for 
these criminals [Jews], will at least be generous 
enough to convert this sympathy into practical 
aid,” he said. “We, on our part, are ready to 
put all these criminals at the disposal of these 
countries, for all ] care, even on luxury ships.” 

The conference decided nothing. It ended — 
without anybody making a meaningful gesture 
toward helping the German Jews. 


On September 1, 1939, Germany 
invaded Poland, Holland, Belgium 
and France. Now they were masters 
of almost all of Europe. 


Then on May 13, 1939, 937 Jews, all with 
proper papers, left Hamburg aboard the luxury 
cruise ship St. Louis bound for Cuba. As soon 
as the ship got out beyond German waters, 
the Captain, Gustav Schroeder, ordered his 
uniformed staff to treat them as if they were 
honored guests. They were wined and dined 
and entertained all across the Atlantic. At 
Havana, however, the government said their 
papers were no longer acceptable. The St 
Louis tried to land in Florida, but the Coast 
Guard, at the request of anti-Semitic American 
immigration officials, ushered it away. Canada 
was the next country to refuse entry. Then 
Britain announced they would take 288 of 
them, but they wouldn’t let the St Louis land in 
Britain. Instead, the ship could land in Antwerp, 
Belgium where a smaller British ship would 
carry those 288 to England. And so, the St. Louis 
went back across the ocean and at Antwerp, 
the British kept their word. The rest of the 
passengers found refuge in the Netherlands, 
France and Belgium. 

On September 1, 1939, Germany invaded and 
then conquered Poland, Holland, Belgium and 
France. Now they were masters of almost all 
of Europe. And suddenly, in addition to the 
600 remaining St. Louis passengers in Belgium, 
Holland and France and the 200,000 Jews still 
in Germany, Hitler now had to make a decision 
about an additional 8 million Jews in the rest of 
Europe and another 3 million in the conquered 
part of Russia.

A Literary Festival Is Born 


Tom Wolfe, Jules Feiffer, Joe Pepitone, Pia Lindstrom & Spalding Gray

n the beginning, urged on by Manhattan 

Media Chairman Richard Burns, I put together 
a literary prize competition for the eastern end 
of Long Island. This was in 2012. Prospective 
entrants wrote nonfiction essays hoping to 
win a $5,000 first prize and two $500 runners- 
up prizes. Entries came in all summer. Six 
judges read all of them and selected winners. 
In September we held an awards ceremony at 
the John Drew Theater at Guild ‘Hall, and we 
awarded the prizes. Two-time Pulitzer Prize 
winner Bob Caro gave a speech. Emmy winner 
Pia Lindstr6m read the winning entry aloud to 
the audience. 

Richard Burns had not asked me to put 
together just a literary prize competition. He’s 
an Englishman. And in England, where the 
written word is revered almost as much as 
the Queen, they have whole literary festivals 
in the hinterlands (a good English word) 
almost monthly. 

Two more years went by similar to the first, 
with E.L. Doctorow speaking in 2013 and Walter 
Isaacson speaking in 2014, and with actress 
Mercedes Ruehl reading. And they were pretty 
much as before. 

As I write this, we have just had our awards 
ceremony at the John Drew Theater and I am 
here to report that we are no longer just a 
literary prize competition. We are that, too, but 
when you hear what happened on Thursday, 
September 3, you will have to agree we now 


have a new name. A festival has been born. This 
is the Dan’s Papers Literary Festival. 

First of all, we had two competitions, not one. 
The first was the big one, the Dan’s Papers $6,000 
Literary Prize for Nonfiction. And the second 
one, the new one, was for younger writers. We 
offered it up because we were not only looking 
to find new writers, we were looking to find 
new YOUNG writers. We approached colleges 
and local high schools to urge their students 
to enter this one. It was also nonfiction. But it 
was Called the Dan’s Papers $4,000 Emerging 
Young Writers Prize for Nonfiction and it was 
for anyone age 25 and younger. 

All entries, as before, had to be between 600 
and 1500 words and reference the eastern end 
of Long Island in a meaningful way. We also 
expected more entries than we had ever had 
before, and we were not disappointed in that. 
In addition we have contributed a scholarship 
award to a Stony Brook University student 
who is pursuing a career in writing, with the 
recipient decided upon by the faculty there. 

At 4 o’clock, we began. The John Drew Theater 
was packed, and the 2015 event began with the 
curtain going up not on those presenting the 
awards, but with a short, classical music recital. 
The crowd was treated to a live performance 
by alumni from the Perlman Music Program 
on Shelter Island, of the exciting Finale from 
Beethoven’s Piano Trio Opus 1, Number 1. 

Introductory remarks about the Emerging 
Writers prize were then made by cartoonist 
Jules Feiffer. Feiffer has won a Pulitzer Prize

for his cartoons in The Village Voice, he’s won 
an Oscar for a screenplay of a book he wrote 
that was being made into a movie, and he 
has authored nearly a dozen books, the most 
recent of which, Kill My Mother, was for weeks 
on The New York Times best-seller list last fall 
and winter. Feiffer spoke for 20 minutes, about 
where he gets his inspiration and how he goes 
about his work, urging young writers to do the 
same and keep at it. 

Awards were then given out in the Emerging 
Young Writers Prize. We gave out three Judges 
Choice awards, two runners-up awards and the 
First Prize award. The Judges Choice winners 
received, in addition to their framed certificates, 
gift certificates from the American Hotel. The 
runners-up received $500 and a top-of-the-line 
full-color Nook reader. And then Barnes & Noble 
Booksellers Chairman Len Riggio, after a short 
speech of his own, presented Luke Sawaya from 
Laurel with the First Prize, which was a trophy 
and a check for $3,000. His entry, “Night Vision,” 
was then read by Emmy winner Pia Lindstrém. 

Perhaps the most celebrated writer of both 
fiction and nonfiction came out at that point to 
deliver a half-hour speech to preview the next 
award, the Dan’s Papers $6,000 Literary Prize 
for Nonfiction. He talked about his work—The 
Right Stuff, The Bonfire of the Vanities, A Man in 
Full, even his Electric Kool-Aid Acid Test. He was 
Tom Wolfe, in his trademark white suit. And the 
audience sat spellbound. 

Next, awards were given out for the main 
prize, and again (Cont'd on next page) 
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there were the three Judges 
Choice Awards, the two 
runners-up and a First Place 
winner for 2015. The Judges 
Choice Awards were presented 
by Dan’s Papers CEO Eric Feil. 
The two runners-up awards 
were presented by mystery 
writer Chris Knopf and 
Professor Andrew Botsford, 
both judges in the competition, 
and then the First Place winner 
was presented with the trophy, 
the $5,000 and the Barnes & 
Noble Nook by author and 
historian Barbara Goldsmith, : 
a writer whose five books have _Dan’s Literary Festival was a home run for all. 
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Sharing Dreams: Stephen Costello, Dwier Brown, Rudy Ruettiger, Joe Pepitone 


all landed on The New York Times best-seller 
list, who’s founded the PEN/Barbara Goldsmith 
Freedom to Write Award and who has been 
elected to the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences. 

And the winner was Colette Sewall of Mattituck, 
and her entry, “Ghosts of Shopkeepers Past,” 
was then read by Pia Lindstrém to an 
appreciative audience. 

As for the Literary Festival, it was just 
beginning. People from the audience and 
winners and speakers assembled in the John 
Drew Theater garden for hors d’oeuvres and 
drinks. And while that was going on, the theater 
was being filled for the next part of the Festival, 
which was Dan’s Fields of Dreams. 

This, a panel discussion, kicked off at 6:30 
p.m. and involved three major sports figures, 
all of whom have written books. They were Joe 
Pepitone of the New York Yankees, legendary 
Notre Dame football player Rudy Ruettiger and 
the actor Dwier Brown, who starred in film Field 
of Dreams that came out in 1989. It was hosted

Sports and the author of My Father Never Took 
Me to a Baseball Game. ; 

And that STILL was not the end of the Dan’s 
Papers Literary Festival. At 8:30 p.m., Kathleen 
Russo and myself came onstage to present a 
film for the Literary Festival by the Hamptons 
International Film Festival. It was And Everything 
Is Going Fine, a tribute to and biography of 
Russo’s late husband, Spalding Gray. The two 
lived in Sag Harbor with their children. Spalding 
Gray was probably the premiere monologist in 
America, famous for his two-hour talk entitled 
Swimming to Cambodia. 

And then, yes, at 11 p.m. when the Q and A 
after the movie ended, it finally was over. The 
Dan’s Papers Literary Festival for 2015 came to 
an end. 

We especially want to thank our staff, 
particularly Allison O’Reilly for all she did in 
organizing the event, the judges, the John Drew 
Theater, our speakers and contributors and in 
particular the record number of people who 
entered this competition—461 of them—from 
all over the country. 

But the Dan’s Papers Literary Festival is STILL 
not over. Once a month, every month for the 
next year, a group of three or four people will be 
invited read their essays at the Dan’s Literary 
Salon, which we hold in Southampton. Our next 
reading is in October. We hope you enter next 
year, and we'll see you at the awards ceremony 
and the rest of the Festival in 2016. #& 
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Hitler, now unhinged, decided that if he could 
not force the Jews away, and as seemed likely, 
he would be overwhelmed in the war, he would 
go down taking all Jews with him. Just a month 
after Pearl Harbor, he expressed this very view 
to advisors. And he ordered a conference to 
take place in the town of Wannsee, where his 
second and third in command could explain 
to the civilian ministers of transportation, 
chemical manufacturing, railroads and building 
what their part would be in carrying out the 
“Final Solution.” 

Toward the end of the conference in January 
of 1942, ministers asked whether loyal Germans 
with one Jewish grandparent would be spared, 
or whether those with a wife Jewish but working 
in the Nazi Party were eligible to be spared. 
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experiment was conducted at Yale by Professor 
Stanley Milgram. He told Student A that he 
would be asking questions of Student B and 
that if Student B answered the questions wrong, 
he, Milgram, would instruct that electric shocks 
be administered by Student A, who had an 
electric shock machine hooked up to Student 
B. The shocks would be low voltage at first, 
then higher. The idea, as explained, was to 
determine if Student B would perform better 
under the threat of electric shock. 

Student A was not told that nobody would 
actually be receiving shocks. Student B was 
an actor, and would shiver and cry out on cue 
when supposedly receiving one. 

The real subject of the experiment was 
Student A. Would he inflict increasingly serious 
injury on Student B? Turned out he would. The 
experiment was done over and over. Again 
and again, Student A administered what they 
believed to be increasingly serious shocks 


on Student B. Although many exhibited signs 


of anxiety and stress, 65% of the subject 


_ administered the highest level shock. 


Here in the Hamptons, something heading in 
that direction began happening in 2007. 

President George W. Bush, well aware of the 
increasing number of Hispanics who had come 
to America illegally, was persuaded by right- 
wing supporters to beef up the Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement (ICE) by.. sending 
“fugitive operations teams” around the country 
in plain clothes and with weapons, to break into 
Hispanic residents’ homes at night and roust 
people out of their beds and bring them in for 
potential deportation. 

Getting a warrant to do this was required, of 
course, but warrants were easy to get, because 
ICE was now an arm of Homeland Security 
and Homeland Security gave these things out 
freely. In other cases, raiders went in with an 
administrative warrant needing only supervisor 
approval. If you pound at a door and someone 
opens it a crack and you can a foot in, you’re 
in. That’s it.

and Greenport. 

In another case, a 12-year-old girl opened 
the front door in her pajamas and the agents 
swarmed in—the agents invaded this home 
in East Hampton even though they had 
already deported the person they were 
supposedly seeking.

— this weekend’s HarborFest, 
a evokes a sense of storybook 
~ serenity, nature as sweet 
harmony. It’s a charming 
scene without people. This is not, of course, the 
way HarborFest really is—streets are jammed, 
and the iconic windmill area at the foot of 
Main Street is crowded with residents and 
tourists who have come to see, hear, shop and 
amble along. 

HarborFest is an unofficial homage to the end 
of summer and a celebration of local history. 
Hadden’s pleasant, muted-color oil painting 
invests the familiar scene with nostalgia, 
albeit created: the Sag Harbor windmill, 
unlike authentic gristmills and wind pumps 
on the East End, is only 49 years old, but 
Hadden’s picturesque composition captures 
the community mood of “Our Town,” the 
name of her exhibit at the Whaling Museum 
with fellow local artist Michael A. Butler. The 
image also exemplifies Hadden’s recent work— 
pleasing land and seascapes that show her turn 
from acrylic and ink and watercolor to water- 
based oils.

The “Our Town” exhibit may, for some folks, 
call to mind Thornton Wilder’s Pulitzer Prize— 
winning play of that name. You left your 
town of Peekskill and came to New York 
City to pursue an acting career. How long 
did it take you to realize that acting was 
not for you and when did you start drawing 
and painting? 

I was serious about wanting to be an actress 
when I settled in the city. | took classes at 
the Actors Studio. I also met and became 
friends with Kim Stanley, whom I saw multiple 
times in the same show because I! thought 
she was that good. I felt I couldn’t be that 
kind of actress. We remained close friends, 
however, until her death. Dusty Hoffman 
was a classmate, a wonderful guy. We did 
improvisations together—once we were both 
drops of water coming down a shower curtain. 
Mildred Dunnock was a teacher. I didn’t start 
painting until I was out in Southampton and 
settled in with my partner of 46 years now, 
Jane. She’s from England. She was a nurse and 
midwife whom | met at Roosevelt Hospital in 
the city. She studied at the Art Students League 
for a while and now works in glass. 


So, what did you do to, as they say, to make 
a living, and did it relate in any way to the 
visual arts? 
Various day jobs when I was studying 
acting. After that I worked at Roosevelt 
Hospital with patients in the occupational 
therapy program. In fact, the first painting 


I ever did was for them—a watercolor with 
trees and mountains. Several of us got a 
grant to do this work in the psychiatric ward. 
I loved it. 


You're 80 years old, and came to painting in 


your 40s, describing yourself as a self-taught 
artist. Were there artists you admired along 
the way? 

My great-grandfather was a Hudson River 
School painter and his work hung on the walls 
of my home. I never thought I could do those 
rich, dark hues. When I started to paint I was 
doing simplistic, primitive work, often outlining 
in ink. As for artists | admire...no one more 
than Georgia O’Keeffe but not as an influence 
in style or technique. [I admire her] because | 
saw how she put her whole soul into what she 
did and that became inspirational. In fact, | have 
her sayings all over my bathroom. They keep 
me going. g&

One of these raids in East Hampton resulted in 
a report in The New York Times of April 10, 2007

I wrote about many of these raids in this 
newspaper. I was horrified that children could 
be treated like this. The East Hampton Town 
Police Chief said he had not known about it, 
and if that night he had received a 911 call 
that intruders had entered a house, his officers 
might very well have gotten in a gunfight with 
the plainclothesmen from ICE. 

It seemed the ICE agents thoroughly enjoyed 
doing this job. They’d made errors. Their 
bosses said they would be re-trained, but then 
President Bush decided he’d seen enough and 
the effort was abandoned. A year later, the

government paid more than a million dollars to 
a group of 22 people whose rights were violated 
in the raids in the Hamptons and elsewhere in 
New York State.

At the present time, we are engaged in a 
very vigorous presidential campaign where one 
particular candidate, Donald Trump, is openly

saying the 11 million illegal immigrants now in 
this country are at the root of what is wrong 
with America and, if he’s elected, “will have to 
go.” Fortunately, they have a place to go to. 

He says if elected he will build a wall across 
our southern border, get the Mexicans to pay 
for it, and then he’ll have the time to figure out 
how to get them gone. 

He also says that the “anchor babies” will have’ 
to go. These are the babies born here with illegal 
immigrant mothers who receive citizenship 
because of the Fourteenth Amendment. 

The relevant clause in that amendment reads, 
“All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the United States and the State 
wherein they reside.” 

Two days ago, I heard an interviewer ask Sam 
Clovis, who has come over from the candidacy 
of Rick Perry to be the campaign manager for 
Donald Trump to explain how “anchor babies” 
fit into the Fourteenth Amendment. Here was 
his answer as I heard it: “We think we have 
started the discussion. So now we have to 
talk about it. There’s different ways of 
interpreting this.” 

One can certainly debate whether or not the 
“illegals” are the cause of all our problems, but 
it should be remembered that we essentially 
invited them here. In the late 1970s and early 
1980s, economists warned our government that 


' a great prosperity was coming and we did 


not have the manpower, particularly in the 
agricultural business, to handle the very lowest 
paying jobs that would make it possible. Our 
government then made it known that customs 
agents on our southern border would not be 
looking too closely, and so they came. 

And they have been doing a very good job. 
Recently, I met Jeb Bush in East Hampton and 
he said he had come into town at 5 a.m. and as 
the sun rose he could see all these illegals doing 


the landscaping and cleanup. No opinion with 


this, he said, just a fact about why the place was 
so beautiful. 

One can make a pretty good case that we 
ought to seriously tighten our southern border 
at this point. But it is another matter to round up 
and send off 11 million “illegals” who are here, 
many with their wives and children. Tearing 
these families apart and sending them away is, 
other than for those who are guilty of crimes, 
inhumane. Instead, these people should be 
paying taxes like everybody else. They should. 
be contributing for the schools and services. 
And whether they should be given citizenship 
after all this is certainly a decision that needs to 
be addressed. It is not being addressed. 

A few weeks ago, two thugs in Boston beat a 
homeless Hispanic man with a metal pipe, then 
urinated on him, saying, “Trump is right!” 

Trump said it was, “a shame, if true,” 
but that, “the people that are following me are 
very passionate.” 

The major issue of the election of 2016 is 
not about any one particular candidate, in 
my opinion. It is about whether or not the 
American series of checks and balances in 
our Constitution will be able to weather the 
storm of those who think they know how to 
deal with complex problems that others do 
not, and are willing to urge us down a road 
that will result in revealing the worst that is 
in all of us. A

Remembering Chef Gerry Hayden 


his short and heart-felt message was sent out 
last Wednesday, September 2: 


‘It is with a heavy heart that we share the news 
that Chef Hayden has passed. Thank 
you for your prayers of love and support, 
please keep them coming.

Award-winning Chef Gerry Hayden 
was a North Fork culinary pioneer, an 
inspiration to many and a friend to 
all. Hayden was Dan’s Papers inaugural # 


honoree at our Dan’s Taste of Two Chef Gerry Hayden & friend 


Forks event in 2012. He was given this distinction 
because he deserved recognition as a visionary; an 
outstanding artist and businessman. He and his wife 
Chef Claudia Fleming recognized the vast potential 
of the local North Fork foodshed and 
risked everything to open Southold’s 
North Fork Table & Inn (NFTI) in 2005. 
They left behind careers in New York 
that included stints at the legendary 
Gramercy Tavern, Aureole and Hayden’s 
own Amuse restaurant. 

In a legendarily tough business, they 
made a go of introducing their high-end 
clientele to local foods and wines. Of 
course the preparations were key— 
NFTI raised the bar of East End cuisine. 
Hayden trained at the Culinary Institute 
of America in Hyde Park so he was a 


master technician, but there was (and | 


is still) magic in his kitchen. His dishes stood out 
in what became a crowded field in the farm-to-table 
movement—NFTI has often been called the best 
restaurant on Long Island. As I wrote in my most 
recent review of NFTI last. month, “Overall the food 
is fantastic—it’s not just good. It dances.” 

When Hayden was honored by Dan’s Papers in 
2012 he was still able to walk, to stand on the stage 
and accept his award. Though he seemed strong, 
everyone worried that we might not see him at this 
annual event again. He survived for almost five years 
following his diagnosis. Clearly, his passion and his 
drive made him a fighter. 

Fleming and their well-trained staff. carry on 
Hayden’s vision and we are very blessed to have 
that spirit among us on the East End.

Robert Klein Takes Suffolk Theater Sept. 12

hose who have never seen Robert Klein perform 
standup have still felt his influence on comedy. 

Jerry Seinfeld calls Klein his hero. Pre-Tonight 
Show, Jay Leno had just one decoration in his 
apartment—a Robert Klein poster. They and many 
more famed comics point to Klein as an inspiration, 
and they all wore out their copies of Klein’s debut 
comedy record, 1973’s Child of the 50’s. 

“It was a seminal album for a lot of people, and also 
the one after it, Mind Over Matter,” explains Klein, 
who is performing at Riverhead’s Suffolk Theater 
this Saturday. “Bill Maher, Leno, Jerry Seinfeld and 
Jon Stewart all say those two albums were very 
influential in making them want to be comedians.” 

They all appear in an upcoming documentary on 
Klein’s life and career, titled Robert Klein Still Can’t 
Stop His Leg. The film gets its name from one of 
Klein’s most memorable bits, which he performed 
while hosting Saturday Night Live in 1975. He taps 
along to the beat and plays harmonica in between 
singing “I can’t stop my leg” and imploring someone 
to help. That same year, Klein starred in the very 
first HBO standup comedy special—he’s done eight 
more since then. 

In 2004, Comedy Central included Klein in its 
list of the 100 Greatest Standups of All Time, a 
well-deserved accolade, but one Klein doesn’t give 
any weight. 

“I discounted their list,” he says. “I thought it was 
quite ludicrous, really.” 


The criteria’ were _ unclear, 
according to Klein, who could 
not believe Jonathan Winters was 
ranked number 18 instead of 1 or 2, 
and Totie Fields did not make the 
list at all. 

“I was [number] 22, and I resented 
it. It was done by people who were 
one-third of my age,” Klein says, 
though he admits his tune might be 
different if he were ranked higher. 
“Had I'd been number one, I’d be 
praising it to the sky, of course. 
‘’m number one! You see that on 
the Comedy Central! Those kids are 
really incredible—what experts!” 

Klein always knew he wanted to be 


an entertainer, though he was a few_ Robert aidan ae East End favorite 


years into his career before he first 
tried standup. 

“I was unemployed in the fall of ’63,” Klein recalls. 
“Over-schooled. No Job. No guts, chutzpah to knock 
on doors. I wanted to be in show business.” He found 
work substitute teaching. Then Jimmy Burrows, 
his best friend at Yale Drama School—who later 
co-created Cheers—asked him to take part in a 
musical revue. An agent noticed Klein in the revue 
and encouraged him to try out for The Second City, 
the Chicago-based improv comedy troupe. 

Klein was paired with Fred Willard at his audition 
and they were both hired in 1965. “Second City was 
the greatest,” he says. “Better than Yale Drama 


School. Better than any acting school. 
The best.” It’s where he learned to 
improvise, which is how he creates 
his standup routines. 

He began trying his hand at standup 
after wrapping up performances of 
The Apple Tree with Alan Alda and 
Barbara Harris, his first turn acting 
in a Broadway show. He’d leave the 
theater and go down to 44th Street to 
The Improv. “At the time I went there 
it was the only club of its kind—there 
was no such thing as a comedy club,” 
he says. 

“It’s a high calling,” Klein says of 
% comedy. “There is absolutely nothing 
"=wrong with laughter unless you’re 

trying to sneak out of a penitentiary 
at night and you don’t want to let

them know.” 

Klein incorporates his Broadway background in 
his act, and says he considers himself more of a 
one-man show than a standup comedian. Providing 
piano accompaniment at Suffolk Theater is Bob 
Stein, Klein’s collaborator for 31 years, with whom 
he’s gleaned two Emmy nominations. gf

EAST END DREAM HOME 
What to know before making 
the important decisions.

H ere on the East End, landlords have an 
incredible number of issues to deal with, not 
the least of which is considering to whom they 
will open their doors as tenants. Landlords and 
their agents are restricted by civil rights laws from 
privately discriminating against prospective and 
current tenants. In fact, the seminal U.S. Supreme 
Court case of Reitman v. Mulkey expressly found that 
“a private right to discriminate was unconstitutional. 
Yet what does it mean for a landlord to discriminate? 
Here are the five ways a landlord can get sued under 
discrimination laws. 


DIFFERENT TERMS, CONDITIONS, OR PRIVILEGES 

Every prospect should have the same availability 
of a rental with respect to its terms, conditions, and 
privileges. This means that a landlord can’t include 
different provisions within their lease agreements, 
such as rental charges, security deposits, 
length of the lease, prepaid months and closing 
requirements, which are varied based upon the 
applicant’s characteristic profile (i.e., their existence 
in a protected class). Further, the landlord can’t 
fail or delay maintenance or repairs based upon 
the applicant’s characteristic profile. This includes 
limiting privileges, services and facilities that are 
associated with the dwelling (e.g., pool is only for 
Christians). Interestingly, setting different terms, 
conditions or privileges does not only address a 
situation where such terms, conditions or. privileges

are modified to the detriment of the rental prospect 


based upon their existence in a given protected 


class, but also for such terms, conditions or 
privileges which are modified for the benefit of the 
prospect (e.g., 10% off monthly rentals for Greeks 
because the landlord is active in the Greek Orthodox 
Church). The message is to treat every rental

prospect equally regardless of their characteristics. 


FALSE UNAVAILABILITY 
Before the negotiation stage in a transaction (i.e., 
where lease terms are addressed) many brokers and 
landlords have a practice of screening applicants 
through stereotyping (Continued on next page)

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their characteristics in order to predict whether 
they would be an ideal tenant. However, rendering 
a property unavailable for inspection or rental 
through words or conduct constitutes actionable 
discrimination regardless if the applicant was ever 
going to make an actual offer to rent the property. 
Further, no lease provisions can restrict use to 
certain protected classes (e.g., pregnant tenants will 
be evicted), including restrictions on subleasing (e.g., 
subleasing is only available to non-Section 8 tenants). 
Still further, a rental listing can’t include words that 
limit certain priced dwellings toa protected class (e.g., 
affordable housing—perfect for Mexican immigrants) 
or render an implied limitation by providing false or 
inaccurate information regarding the availability of 
a dwelling based upon a prospect’s existence in a 
protected class (e.g., stating that we have no one- 
bedroom apartments in response to a question about 
the location of the closest mosque). The message is 
to always provide interested prospects with access 
to inspect and learn about a rental regardless if their 
characteristics make you feel that they aren’t a good 
fit (i.e., you can’t judge a book by its cover). 


PUBLISHING DISCRIMINATION 

No, this is not about owning a publishing 
company, but instead, a landlord cannot say or 
print anything that indicates a preference, limitation, 
or discrimination based upon a class of persons 
(e.g., furnished rental with expensive antiques—no 
children). Printed notices include, but are not limited 
to applications, flyers, brochures, deeds, signs, 
banners, posters and billboards. In fact, a landlord’s.

act of only placing printed ads about their property, 
which are neutral in terms of discrimination (i.e., not 
discriminatory), in media channels which exclude 
particular segments of the housing market, based 
upon their existence in a demographic class, is 
discriminatory (i.e., only running ads for a rental in 
Westhampton Beach in Jewish Weekly to attract those 
interested in the eruv). Remember, discrimination 
can be made through words, phrases, photographs, 
illustrations, symbols, or forms. Interestingly, a 
landlord expressing their preference for certain 
classes of persons is in and of itself discriminatory 
(e.g., don’t bring tenants under 30 years old). The 
message here is to always watch what you say and 
more so, remember, in the age of the internet anyone 
can find your discriminatory advertisement, if they 
are looking for it, to bring a suit. 


DISCRIMINATORY SECONDARY EFFECTS 

Regardless if a landlord’s actions are expressly 
discriminatory on their face (i.e., targeting an 
express protected class of persons), by way of 
setting different terms, conditions or privilege for 
the rental, expressing false unavailability or by 
publishing discriminatory content, a landlord can 
still wind up as a defendant in a discriminatory 
claim by way of the secondary effects of their 
actions. The seminal US Supreme Court’s case of 
Texas Department of Housing and Community Affairs 
v. The Inclusive Communities Project, Inc. ruled 
that discriminatory intent is unnecessary to have a 
cognizable discrimination claim and instead, a victim 
only has a 3-element burden to bring a claim for

disparate impact discrimination, including: (1) the 
action or policy results in statistical discrimination 
against a protected class; (2) there is a specific 
policy held or perpetrated by the defendant that is 
causing the disparate-impact discrimination; and (3) 
there is an alternative practice or policy that has less 
disparate impact while still serving the defendant’s 
legitimate needs.. The message here is to never try 
to study the applicable protected classes in order to 
connive how you can get away with crafting a rental 
practice so as to avoid express acts of discrimination 
while still achieving a bigoted goal. Instead, every 
rental policy by the landlord must be stripped of 
any and all prejudice. Remember, business is about 
money only. 


RETALIATION 

- Should a prospective tenant or current tenant 
make a complaint to the Division of Human Rights or 
otherwise assert a claim of discrimination, it’s equally 
actionable if the landlord coerces, intimidates, 
threatens, or interferes with such person in exercising 
a Fair Housing right. In fact, a real estate broker can 
bring suit if a landlord discharges them or takes any 


‘other adverse action as a result of their refusal to 


participate in discrimination. Real estate brokers 
are the gatekeepers of our housing market and they 
are charged with ensuring equal access regardless 
of a tenant’s characteristics. Landlords need to 
stop shooting the messenger (e.g., firing a broker 
who advises that a landlord can’t discriminate). 
One day a broker will sue a landlord for such a 
retaliatory action. 


Housing anti-discrimination laws exist on the 
federal, state, county, city, town and village level, 
with each protecting different characteristics of 
persons. Landlords must therefore familiarize 
themselves with each law before acting in the 
industry. Alternatively, landlords would be best 
served by selecting their tenants through simply 
accepting the highest and best offer that meets or 
exceeds the landlord’s terms without even knowing 
the demographic characteristics of the prospect. Not 
having knowledge of a tenant’s characteristics is the 
best defense against a claim of discrimination. g@
